destroyed in 1922, as against 776 in 
1921, an increase of 1,719, 1,001 
arrests in 1922 an increase of 374 
over 1921 and fourteen places closed 
by injunction in 1922, while none was 
closed in 1921. 


"These figures include' only cases 


where our men were involved and 
do not represent the 'numerous cases 
made by local officials," says Di- 
rector Morgan. "A contributing fac- 
tor has been the closer cooperation 
between the department and local 
officials.

ods and proetices of the liquor vio- 
lators, and.for'.thife reason are able 
to accomplish more and better .work 
in less time. .

Remus case, conspicions because it 
broke up the largest organized bond-" 
ed whiskey ring in* 'the country and 
resulted in a conviction with maxi- 
mum sentences and fines; the in- 
junction cases in Vermilion county, 
which constituted the first, general 
use in this state of -injunction pro- 
ceedings; and .the Gary case,' one 
of the biggest conspiracy cases, ever 
developed in this state and resulting 
in the conviction of fifty-five defend- 
ants, including the mayor and city 
judge of Gary.

Need for encouraging school chil- 


dren to think of civic; affairs is be- 
coming increasingly apparent. It is 
sin easily established fact thai: the 
schools ;ilone are unequal to this 
great task. A statistical survey of 
education conducted by file Federal 
Bureau of Education shows that the 
average- child spends less than six. 
years of his life tiiae in scihooL^ For- 
tunately, the nation is saved from 
intellectual inertia through the influ- 
ence of the press—the greatest sin- 
gle factor in post-school education 
of adolescents and adults. 


It is a 
sad commentary 
ujjon 


statesmen and politicians of the pre- 
sent day to realize that these agen- 
-cies whifh mold minds and manners 
•of a. people are 
severely handi-' 


.capped. The public schools are over- 
crowded in every locality, yet, an of- 
Jicial study of the holding power of 
iflie schools shows that oiriy a small 
perceniajre of the

fitting educational levels. Govern- 
ment figures on the sun-ival perccii; 
iage show that only SO percent of 
ilhe beginning pupils rea.ci the fifth 


73 percent the sixth grade; 


ost 64 percent the seventh grade; 


and about 58 peiveut 
the • eighth 


grade; nearly 32 percent the first 
year of Hugh school; 23 percent the 
second: almost 17 percent the.third, 
and over 14 percent the fourth year 
of lhi«ih sdhool on schedule time. 


The federal records show that a 


child will attend a total of 1,075.9 
days, or an equivalent of 5.38 years 
of 200 actual school days each. 


At the age of 5 the complete ex- 


pe.t-laiion <jf life, a.s shown by tiie 
United S'itiles life tables, is 50.21 
years of 3(i5 days each. The "aver- 


age" child:as shown above attends 
school' after this': age only1 1,075.9 
days, or an equivalent of '2.95 years 
of 365 days eacih, By compar- 
ing these figures ~it is found that this, 
"average" child attends isehool only 
one-nineteenth of his life, subse- 
quent to his fifth birthday. In other 
words only 1 day in.19 is spent 'in 
scholastic preparation for life. 


A relatively small .percentage of 


negro children attends school. At the 
age of 11, when the largest percent- 
age attends, only 72.7 percent vaxe 
enrolled in school. After the children 
pass the age'of 14 the rate of de- 
crease in the percentage (attending 
school becomes very pronounced. 
This is the age when most compul- 
sory attendance laws cease to oper- 
ate effectively, and the result is 
clearly in evidence in this 
figure. 


Only 22.6'pereent-of tie children 18 
years of age are to be found 
in 


scihool. Among our 
foreign-born 


white population the school mortal- 
ity is very rapid after the age o>f 
13, indicating tJhat fewer such child- 
ren enrollin the upper grades and 
•high school. At the age of 18 only 
C.8 percent of the foreign-born white 
children are to be found in school. 
Despite these 
astonishing figures, 


the 
over-crowded 
.condition 
of 


sahools today show'the need of lim- 
iting~Jthe number of students. T±e 
press of Uhe country is making every 
effort to enlarge 'and liberalize the 
understanding of the citizens. It is a 
necessary adjunct to the school sys- 
tem and is often the only source' of 
enlightenment for large numbers of 
people. 


The press has always teen, recog- 


nized as the teacher of the entire 
public. Without it the spirit of na- 
tionalism would be quickly extin- 
guished for the intelligence conveyed, 
by the newspapers and magazines 
has much to do with the formation 
of national^ character.

school and .college mortality shows 
that" the newspapers and magazines 
must take up the task of educating 
he people where the schools leave 
off.

upon the children - of today. Beyond 
the education'given in public schools 
must eoine acquirement'of the know- 
edge of how to do things—that is 
the basis of material prosperity; and 
he knowledge of 'how to 
think— 


wJiich is the basis of -culture. A small 
jereentage of our population 
ob- 


tains this additional knowledge1 in 
universities; another small percen- 
tage absorbs it from personal ex- 
[lerience, but the great majority o'£ 
us must get it by reading, education- 
al newspapers and periodicals. These 
publications are widening the scope 
of their service and 
the average 


newspaper .of today 
conducts 
a 


school room in its special 
columns' 


of questions and answers. TJic in- 
fluence of the press -cannot be meas- 
ured in terms of^dollars and cents. 
It is an integral part of our nation- 


iife which still languishes under 


war-time postal taxation—five years 
after tihe war is ended.

Old-fashioned gardners always in- 


sisted in sowing about three times as 
inueh pea seed iu a row as could 
grow well and produce a maximum 
crop. To add to the waste of seei 
and peas, they planted these thick 
rows in double series. Peas are a 
«ool weather crop and planting sea- 
son evtends from the'earliest time 
the ground can be worked until the 
end of May at the latest with early 
fall crops occasionally. 


It is best to sow peas in a single 


row and the individual 
peas two 


inches apart. In this way each vine 
will produce to capacity and will 
give twice as many peas per vine as 
in thick planting. These single rows 
many be planted in double ranks 
for the sake oi' utilizing brush or 
chicken wire support or if the space 
is limited. 


Peas must be cultivated faithfully 


to be at their best as they are a cool 
weather crop and demand cool roots. 


The maintenance of a dust mulch 


in dry spells.will do wonders to- 
wards keeping them going. 
They 


need liberal soakings in unseason- 
able dry, hot spell intervenes in 
June as sometimes happens.
